It  was  felt  that  in  the  midst  of  the  present  commemoration  events, 
a  vivid  and  practical  interest  would  be  afforded  by  an  exhibit  of 
Lister  relics. 

The  exhibition  has  been  designed  to  include  the  various  periods 
of  Lord  Lister’s  life,  and  it  has  therefore  been  arranged  on  a  chrono¬ 
logical  basis,  as  follows  : 

A.  Parentage,  Childhood,  and  Student  Days,  1827-1853. 

B.  First  Edinburgh  Period,  1853-1860. 

C.  Glasgow  Period,  1860-1869. 

D.  Second  Edinburgh  Period,  1869-1877. 

E.  London  Period,  1877-1912. 

The  various  exhibits  are  grouped  under  one  or  other  of  these  headings. 

The  period  of  his  parentage,  childhood,  and  student  days  is 
illustrated  by  a  large  number  of  photographs  and  illustrations. 
These,  as  far  as  possible,  have  been  arranged  in  chronological  sequence. 
During  the  first  Edinburgh  period,  Lister  was  closely  associated  with 
Professor  James  Syme,  Regius  Professor  of  Clinical  Surgery  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  exhibits  relating  to  this  phase  are 
representative  of  the  personality  of  the  Edinburgh  School  of  that 
period,  and  more  particularly  of  Lister’s  association  with  the  academic 
and  professional  activities. 

The  first  Glasgow  period  and  the  second  Edinburgh  period  are 
the  phases  which  correspond  to  the  genesis,  the  early  development, 
and  the  practical  application  of  the  antiseptic  system.  The  system 
was  the  fruit  of  many  years  of  careful  and  laborious  experiment, 
and  by  the  generosity  of  the  Director  and  Conservator  of  the  Well- 
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come  Historical  Medical  Museum  it  has  been  made  possible  to  repro¬ 
duce  certain  of  the  more  important  experiments.  The  earliest  of 
these  was  “  Observations  on  the  Effects  of  Irritants  upon  Pigments 
and  Vessels  of  the  Frog’s  Foot,”  published  in  the  Philosophical 
Transactions,  1858,  vol.  cxlviii.  pt.  ii.  p.  545.  Illustrations  of  the 
experiment  are  shown.  “  Experiments  on  the  Coagulation  of  the 
Blood  ”  followed,  and  were  described  in  the  Croonian  Lecture  of 
the  Royal  Society  (1863).  Certain  details  of  these  experiments 
are  illustrated. 

The  classical  flasks  of  1871  are  reproduced  ;  they  were  intended 
to  demonstrate  the  germ  theory  of  putrefaction,  to  combat  the 
theories  of  those  who  believed  in  equivocal  or  spontaneous  generation. 

There  are  reproductions  of  his  experiments  on  the  nature  of 
fermentation  as  demonstrated  in  urine,  milk,  and  blood. 

Professor  Lister’s  “  glass  garden  ”  was  a  source  of  constant 
interest  to  his  students  and  associates.  It  was  an  ingenious  arrange¬ 
ment,  by  means  of  which  he  was  able  to  watch  the  growth  of  the 
cells  of  torula  over  a  period  of  weeks.  A  model  of  the  garden  is 
shown. 

The  application  of  antiseptics  was  the  natural  outcome  of  the 
laboratory  experiment,  and  the  various  stages  of  its  evolution  are 
illustrated  ;  the  carbolic  lint  held  in  place  by  a  piece  of  block  tin, 
the  antiseptic  putty,  the  lac  plaster,  the  protective  plaster,  the 
various  types  of  porous  antiseptic  dressings,  the  antiseptic  spray — 
each  is  shown  in  reproduction,  or,  as  in  the  case  of  the  spray,  by  the 
actual  appliances. 

In  further  illustration  of  these  periods,  there  are  many  exhibits 
of  personal  and  sentimental  interest,  such,  for  example,  as  the  model 
of  the  Lister  Ward  in  the  Glasgow  Old  Infirmary,  presented  by 
Mr.  Wellcome,  chairs,  ward  and  nursing  utensils,  instruments,  etc. 

Of  the  London  period,  from  1877  onwards,  it  might  be  said, 
“  operae  pretium  estT  No  doubt  there  were  times  of  difficulty, 
but  on  the  whole  these  were  the  years  of  triumph.  Evidences  of 
this  are  the  multitude  of  distinctions  which  a  grateful  world  cast 
at  the  feet  of  one  who  ranks  among  its  greatest  benefactors. 

Each  item  of  the  exhibition  is  numbered.  The  catalogue 
description  is  intentionally  a  brief  one,  but  to  each  exhibit  an  explana¬ 
tory  card  is  attached. 
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The  Lister  Centenary  Committee  are  grateful  to  those  who 
so  generously  have  contributed  to  the  collection.  It  is  impossible 
in  the  space  available  to  make  individual  acknowledgment,  but  the 
committee  desire  to  express  particular  indebtedness  to  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  and  to  Mr.  Wellcome,  the  Director,  and  to  Mr.  Malcolm, 
the  Conservator,  of  the  Wellcome  Historical  Museum,  London. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  for  permission  to  hold  the  exhibition  in  the  Upper 
Library  Hall.
